S.O. 1095(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 31 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) 
Act 1970 (37 of 1970), the Central Govern ment after consultation with the Central Advisory Contract Labour Board, hereby 
exempts Eastern Coal Fields Limited from theuipplicability of the notification No. S.0.2063 dated the 21 st June, 1988 of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour in respect of works specified in the Schedule to the notification at serial 
numbers 1 to 3 for a period of three and half years with effect from the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette subject to the conditions that the workers shall be paid wages in the midway between the wages prescribed by the 
Government under the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) and the wages payable to the lowest category of regular 
workers that is Category 1 of National Coal Wage Agreement, comprising of Basic Pay plus Dearness Allowance and 
benefits of Provident Fund as well as medical facilities in the Colliery Dispensaries of coal company. 
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
